He cited several studies 
which have shown a variety 
of factors in man’s 
environment which are 
thought to be contributing 
causes of coronary attacks, 

Among others he dis- 
cussed the Framingham 
Study, a project begun in 
Framingham, Mass., in 
1950, in which 6,500 per- 
sons have. been checked 
and studied at regular in- 
tervals for signs of heart 
disease. All subjects inthe 
study were in the highly 
susceptible 39-to-50 age 
bracket at the outset. 

From results of this 


study has been drawn the 
‘coronary profile’, the 
composite picture of the 


likely candidate for aheart 
attack. He is described as 
a business man working in 
a tension-filled ‘‘pressure 
cooker’ atmosphere; a 
man with a  heavily- 
muscled body build, a heavy 
smoker, a man who eats a 
high fat diet and exercises 
only sporadically, 


But this composite pic- 
ture can be deceptive, 
Doctor Chapman warned, 


because individuals can be 
highly prone to heart at- 
tacks with only a few of 
these characteristics. A 
variety of other factors in 
heredity and body chemis- 
try can be involved, he 
pointed out. 

One thing this study has 
disproved, he added, is the 
once-popular notion that 
the heavy drinker was not 
heart attack-prone. If an 
individual suspects his 
diet, work and exercise 
habits may be heading him 
in the direction of a heart 
attack, taking to the bottle 
won't help him, Doctor 
Chapman commented, 

Doctor Chapman also 
cited a study in which au- 
topsies of 1100 New Yorkers 
and 300 African natives 
were done and the con-

The study showed that 
the New Yorkers usually 
had developed some nar- 
rowing of the coronary ar~

teries, This was most 
notable in all the older 
subjects. None of the 


Africans showed any nar- 
rowing of coronary ar- 
teries at all, even those 
who were well into their 
60’s when they died. 

It is not possible to put 
a finger on the exact cause 
for this difference, he said. 
But environmental factors 
such as the pressures and 
tentions of life in our West- 
ern civilization are sus- 
pected, he explained. 

The same factors were 
suspected in the cases of 
mammals and some birds 
under study at the Phila- 
delphia Zoological Gar- 
dens. These creatures, who 
had never been known to 
have heart trouble, have 
only recently begun to de- 
velop it, he said. 

Doctor Chapman, an 
Alabama native, is Pro- 
fessor of Medicine at the 
University of Texas, South- 
western Medical School. He

Over 100 Loans 
Made To Low 
income Families 


More than 100 loans have 
been made to help low-in- 
come families inrural Ala- 
bama raise their incomes 
and improve their level of 
living under the war on po- 
verty according to Robert 
C, “Red” Bamberg, State 


Director, Farmers Home 
Administration, 

\bout one-half these 
loans have been made to 


small farmers who are un- 
able to obtain needed credit 


from local lenders or 
through the regular FHA 
program. Funds are ad- 


vanced for farm operating 
and family living expenses 
plus the development or 
addition of enterprises that 
will result in a permanent 
increase in the applicant’s 
income, 

The other loans have 
been made to rural resi- 
dents, non-farmers, tohelp 
them develop or expand 
non = agricultural enter- 
prises. Funds have been 
advanced for such purposes 


as charcoal production, 
blacksmith shop, wood 
working and _ upholstery 


shop, fish bait production, 
radio and TV repair shop, 
lawn mower and. small 
motor repair shop, meat 
curing, sewing center, 
welding shop, fishing and 
trapping equipment and to 
enlarge a country store. 

To be eligible for credit 
under the Economic Oppor- 
tunity Act, the individual 
applicant must; 

1, Live in a rural area 
or town of less than 2500 
people, 

2. Have a need for addi- 
tional income tomeet basic 
family needs, 

3. Be unable to obtain 
credit from other sources, 

4, Have reasonable pro- 
Spects for success in the 
enterprise being financed. 

FHA may also make 
loans to low income groups 
to establish cooperatives 
and for operating capital to 
existing cooperatives. 
These loans must pri- 
marily serve low-income 
farm families and rural 
residents. 

Loans to individuals 
may be repayable over 
periods up to 15 years and 
cooperatives up to 30 
years. The interest rate is 
4-1/8 percent, 

Mr. Bamberg points out 
that there are thousands of 
rural families in Alabama 
with gross income less than 
$3,000 who could help 
themselves through the use
